ky’ volume. The nonazite sand produced at the Tongeh'ang-dong mines is ap< 
proxiuately 40 percent nonazite and thorium, ‘he minimm production quota of 
wwanhed saids for each tiner per day at the Ch'olsan mines is as foltows: best 
quality mine, 7.5 kilograms; average minc, six kilograms; poor mine, three ILlo- 
evems, (In late June at a labor eonference it was decided to raise the daily 
minimum production quota of raw cands from four to ailx kilograms per man to moet in- 
ereased Soviet demands.) Daily production of wished sands at the Tongch'ang= 
dong mines was six tons in late lay, while the total production of all the 
Ghfelsan mines2 was 75 tons daily in mideJuly.
